"(e) To accept and receive from the 
coWl.ty and to expend such funds as 
may be appropriated by the county 
from time to time for the purpose of 
improving, equipping, maintaining, 
operating, and promotiong recrea­
tional facilities under the board's su­
pervision and control; 

"(f) To enter into contracts, leases, 
or other agreements connected \vith 01· 
incident to or in any manner affect­
ing the financing, construction, equip­
ping, maintaining, or operating all fa­
cilities located or to be located on or 
pertaining to any lands under its ju­
risdiction, or any facilities under its 
control, and to execute and perform 
its la,vful powers and functions on 
lands leased from others;

'i(l) To issue revenue bonds in the 
name of the board which shall be pay­
able solely from the revenues of all 
or any designated part or parts of the 
properties or facilities under the ju­
risdiction and control of the board, 
for the purpose of improving and en­
larging public parks and facilities. 
Such bonds may be issued in one or 
more installments or series by reso­
lutions adopted by the board ·without 
the necessity of an election, shall bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed six 
percent per annum, shall mature se­
rially or othenvise v.ithin 40 years 
from their date or dates, shall be sold 
by the board on the best terms ob­
tainable but not for less than par and 
accrued interest, shall be executed by 
the chairman and secretary of the 
board, shall be signed by the chair­
man and the secretary of the board, 
or shall bear the facsimile signature 
of either or both, shall display the 
seal of the board either impressed, 
printed, or lithographed thereon, shall 
not be delivered until a transcript of 
the proceedings authorizing their is­
suance has been submitted to the At­
torney General of Texas and by him 
approved as to legality and the bonds 
regist.ered by the Comptroller of Pub­
lic Accounts of the State of Texas,
